Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-34, renumbered 1-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,2-8 and 9-34, 
renumbered 1-32 are allowed. The closest prior art of record Gruhl, does not specifically teach 
dividing the data flows with reference to the priority and QoS into a plurality of groups; and 
individually pointing the plurality of groups by sub pointers to obtain the modified combinations 
of capacities as applied to the claimed subject matter in the independent claims
